0Ue«t Kentucky Church. 

The celebration of the one hun¬ 
dred and twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the Pisgah church in Woodford 
miinty, which is the oldest church 
buildiug now standing in that sec¬ 
tion of the state, if uot west of the 
Alleghany Mountains, is uow be¬ 
ing held. 

Meetings have been held an¬ 
nually at the Pisgah church ou 
October 7 for over 100 year*, aud 
from it has emanated much of the 
civilization of Kentucky. The start 
of the educational movements in 
Kentucky more than lOOyeaiBago 
was from thia church. 

The start of the old Trausylva- 
nia University was from thia 
church, and many of the noted 
men of Keutucky who figured in 
its early history were educated 
there, among them the brilliant 
Thomaa Marshall, the Breckin¬ 
ridge* aud others received their 
early training at thia charoh in 
which the school was conducted. 


The Southern School Journal 
has been critised in oue or two 
sections of the state because of its 
apparent failure to recognize the 
school happenings of that section 
in the School News.

First, the failure of the county 
newspaper to plsce the Southern 
School Journal ou its exohsuge 
list.

Second, the lack of harmony 
and ci*-o|>eratiuii existing lietweeu 
between teachers and their local 
papers. Doe county uewspuper iu 
August gave the greater part of au 
entire issue to tne publicatinu of 
the minutes of the teachers’ insti¬ 
tute, aud iu a footnote, naked for 
the support of the teachers, stal¬ 
ing that while its space bad been 
freely given, there seemed a total 
failure on the part of the teachers 
to appreciate the favors extended. 
There are others papers, probably, 
iu the same pusitiou, but rather 
more long-suffering or else more 
optimistic. 

The couuty newspaper is a friend 
to the teacher—a friend from »In. in 
we often borrow, and whom we sel¬ 
dom fully repay. The position we 
secure, the successful entertain¬ 
ment our school ha* given, the 
purchase of a library or bookcase 
or organ for our school, the favor¬ 
able commeuts ou our work—these 
are given s^ace, gratis. We may 
borrow our neighbor’s paper in or¬ 
der to read such comments, and 
may even ask our neighbor to give 
us the paper when he has finished 
reading it, in order that we may 
-end it to a friead who, also, ia 
uot a subscriber. Wheu we see the 
editor, we may remember that it 
was he whu made such pleasant 
publicity possible, and we deluge 
him with thanks, while the poor 
luau stands smiling patiently, 
thinking of the coal bill which the 
oue dollar our subscription would 
bring might help him to pay; aud 
the cake of Lava soap lie needs to 
rid his hands of priuter’s ink, 
which might be purchased by the 
five cents we should pay for the 
extra paper to send to a friend. 

Besides, the county newspaper 
is well worth the one dollar asked 
for it, aside from the spirit of co¬ 
operation which should be mani¬ 
fest by the enrollment of every 
teacher on its mailing list. Sup¬ 
pose it does not contain newa ev¬ 
ery week—it ia worth the price of 
the paper to know that nothing of 
moment has happened iu your 
county. 

Let us stand by the editor of the 
county paper, lie works harder, 
receives less, and accomplishes 
more than the majority of hia 
subscribers dream of.—Southern 
School Journa’’.

FIGHTING FEVERS. 


Rheumatic 

Pains 


Why Vigorous Moasuros Aro Nacoa- 
sary In Casos of 8unstroko. 

A clinical thermometer is probo- 
bly ns matter of course a household 
convenience in most families as is a 
etephulder or a brootn, and it is 
well thut its use and the general sig¬ 
nificance of its disclosures should 
be understood by those in authority, 
but fussiness and constant resort to 
it and continual discussion of tem¬ 
peratures are to be deplored. 

The old fashioned way of placing 
the hand ii|»on the child’s body and 
announcing that it felt feverish 
or had a fever without any re¬ 
gard to mathematical accuracy as 
to degrees and fractions worked 
just as well as, perhaps better than, 
the new fashioned way carried to a 
nervous extreme. At the same tune 
u rise of temjierature always means 
something, and it most decidedly 
means the calling in of a physician 
if it does not go down of itself or 
yield to simple remedies. 

When the temperature is taken 
by the mouth the thermometer 
should register about 98.? de¬ 
grees, although this may vary at 
different limes during the day in 
perfectly well people. When it reg¬ 
isters 99 degrees or 99.5 degrees 
the person is said to he feverish. 
Anything below 98 degrees is sub¬ 
normal, and anything over 105 de¬ 
grees is called hyperpyrexia, or high 
fever. 

In many cases fevers are a sort of 
blessing in disguise. These are Ihe 
fevers caused by the toxins of bac¬ 
teria, of which typhoid is a type. 
The whole system is then engaged 
in a fight against the germs, and the 
battle is waged to more advantage 
apparently when “the blood is light¬ 
ing hot.” This i- why. although the 
fever can l*e beaten dowtf by the ap¬ 
plication of cold and the adminis¬ 
tration of drugs, it is often poor 
practice to suppress it in this way. 
<Jetting the fever down muy lie u 
momentary satisfaction, but it docs 
nothing to help cure the underlying 
cause. It is as if a general should 
insist upon silencing his own guns. 

At t lie same time the fever must 
lie watched and kept in check, be- 
causv this sort of light is calling for 
an immense outlay from the system, 
and a raging fever not only burns 
up bacteria, but it feeds upon tissue 
and blood i»ul ull it ran find, ns any 
one can testify who has watched or 
lived through a convalescence from 
one. 

What is true of the fever of a 
germ disease is false altogether in 
the fever of sunstroke. In this 
case the fever is the disease. It is 
not. a regiment of infantry, but a 
conflagration, and it must lie put 
out as quickly as possible and by all 
the means at one’s disposul—cold 
baths, ice jacks, ice water, anything 
that will beat it down. 

The character of a fever is a great 
assistance to diagnosis in many 
eases, and this is why n physician 
should always lie asked to sit in 
judgment on it.—Youth's Compan¬ 
ion.
